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Edenwaid is largely an undeveloped residential district, even 
though it more than doubled its population in the last ten 
years. Most of the houses are one and two-family homes of 
the better type. There are some medium-sized apartments. 
In the southwest portion of the district is "Hillside Homes", a 
Vincent Astor housing development accommodating 1,400 
families. Dyre Avenue has most of the retail stores, with a 
few on Boston Road, Duryea Avenue and 233rd Street.
